HE Lord Refſe# on the't 3th Inſtant came upon his Try- 
al, and after: ſome debates relating to the Logny of 
the Jury, in relation to their not being Free-holders, and 

that diſpute being over-ruled, the Court proceeded to 

Try him upon the Inditment of High-Treaſon , to 

which he had pleaded, Not Guilty; upon which the Kings Council re- 
lated to the Jury the ſeveral es that had happened, and declared 
ac nature of t Crops gen was not only bent againſt the Liſe of 
ing, but againſt Subjects, or to that purpoſe : Then 

he Ee ces were called —*, own who declared that the Lord Ruſ- 
fell had been at ſeveral places or —_— where together with the 
Duke of Mormoxth, the Lord Grey, Sir 7homas Armſtrong, Fergaſon the 
Anabaptiſt Parſon and others, had conſpired to Levy War, Raiſe Re- 
bellion, and to compals the Death of His Majeſty ; and that divers of 
their faftion were intcreſicd in the Conſpiracy, and were in order to a 
general Riſing to ben a readineſs, and ſome of them to provide men, 
efpecially Mr. 7rexchard of Summerſetſhire, who was to raiſe a conſider- 
able Body of Horſe and Foot about Taxnton ; but failing to pertorm his 
promiſe, the buſineſs was put off contrary to the expectation of the 
Earl of Shaftsbury , who, as it was Sworn, did declare, that he had 
Nine or Ten thouſand Men at his beck, all brisk Boys; who would riſe 
and ſeize upon the City, and thar after they were berter ſtrengthen'd, to 
Sally out and ſeize upon the Court ; that divers conſiderations were had 
how to manage the deſign, and that the Government ſhould be Sub- 
verted. A Paper in the nature of a Declaration being for that purpoſe 
provided, and read at a Tavern in Lambard-ftreet, infinuating divers Grie-

Captain Blake having a Bill of Treaſon found againſt him for de-

{iva he had to take the Tower in, to effe&t which, the Witneſs declared © 
that he provided Shipping and Guns to batter the Tower, and Granadpes 
was to te thrown into it to make breaches to enter, divers Seamen 
being deſigned in a readineſs for that purpoſe : Bat the poſitive matter © 
0: tact being ſworn to but by one Witneſs, though another gave cir-: 
camftactial Evidence, the Jury. acquitted the Priſoner. o- 
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
